THE NATICK ARTS COUNCIL 


The eight member Natick Arts Council is appointed by the 
Board of Selectmen and meets four times each year. The 
Council accepts applications for Massachusetts Cultural 
Council funding grants in August and February of each year. 
The criteria for submitting a grant request includes: A 
visual or performing artist, an exhibition, concert, etc. 
taking place within the community; quality and credentials of 
the performer/artist; benefit to the community; financial 
need. Funds are allocated by the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts for distribution through these Local Arts 
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Councils. During the past several funding cycles, the Natick 
Arts Council has funded various visual and performing artists 
and community arts projects which include: The purchase of a 
new concert Grand piano for the concert hall at the Morse 
Institute Library; A commissioned piece performed by the 
Acappella Singers, Inc. to celebrate their 25th anniversary; 
the project "Operation Music" which brings members of the 
Sigma Alpha Iota (Performing Arts) Fraternity into the 
nursing homes and hospital in the community; A visual arts 
(Photography) exhibition of the children and mothers of 
Natick; an exhibition of watercolors; and exhibition of 
portraits of local citizens; several concerts by performing 
artists including the Tamarack Trio, Dani Raphael, Mezzo- 
Soprano, and Martha Ebel, Soprano. It is the goal of the 
Natick Arts Council to provide the best possible performing 
and visual arts to the community to enhance the quality of 
life of our town citizens. In addition, the Natick Arts 
Council is responsible for distributing funds provided by the 
Commonwealth through the "Pass Program" which provides low 
cost tickets for students to professional performances. [In 
the most recent cycles, the Natick Arts Council provided 
funding for Natick students to attend the Walnut Hill School 
Of Performing Arts' Production of the Nutcracker Ballet and 
for students (fourth grade town-wide) to attend the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra's Youth Concerts. Applications-for Pass 
Program Funding must come for the student organization, i.e., 
Peecwetsrmeacnools, PTO's etc. .A.list.of.these performing 
artists currently on the "Pass Program" list may be seen at 
the Morse Institute Library.

ASSESSING DEPARTMENT 


The Board of Assessors respectfully submits its Annual 
Town Report for the year ending December 31, 1990. 


The membership of the Board of Assessors remains the 
same with the re-election of Edward A. Herosian, Chairman, 
again joining Nicholas Arthur, Clerk of the Board and Steven 
E. Adams, Vice-Chairman. The Board of Assessors and the 
Administrative Assessor, Patricia A. Collari, meet regularly 
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on Tuesday evenings with extra meetings held as necessary to 
assist with the heavy work load. 


Town Meeting in April, 1990 voted to accept a new 
section of the municipal finance laws which allows the Town 
to bill and require payment of property tax bills ona 
quarterly basis, instead of twice per year. The many 
components of producing the quarterly tax bills to be issued 
on the required dates would not have been possible without 
the complete team cooperation of the staff of the Assessing 
Department. 


The Assessing Department is required to maintain 
equitable assessments throughout the Town during interim 
certification ‘years: The-first “half of°1990°indadsrcated a 
decline in the market value and after numerous sales ratio 
Studies and stratification analysis the total valuation of 
residential, commercial and industrial properties would be 
downtrended by a .952 factor. This downtrended value would 
appear:on the F.Y. 1991 tax bill. The studies also indicated 
that certain condominiums were declining at a more rapid pace 
and thus were valued at less. 


The FLY: T1991" property tax classi ficationspunia. meersng 
was held on December 18, 1990, whereas the Board of Assessors 
recognizing the present economic recession and that business 
is an integral part of the community voted unanimously to 
support a single tax rate. The Board of Selectmen also voted 
unanimously to support the single tax rate. 


The ongoing process of maintaining the values of all 
properties at the State mandated full market value requires 
the assistance and cooperation of various offices and 
persons.”

BACON FREE LIBRARY 


1990 saw the completion of the re-designing of South 
Natick Square. This project meant new sidewalks and lighting 
for the library area. With improved access to the library 
and the Natick Historical Society Museum, people's use of 
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these town resources increased. Life-long patrons and 
increasing numbers of new ones took advantage of the print 
and non-print collections and the variety of programs 
offered. The museum, under the direction of Anne Schaller, 
continued to be a valuable resource for local and natural 
history and genealogy. Throughout the year the museum's 
costume exhibit dating from 1824 to 1910 was a featured 
attraction. 


The highlight of the Bacon Free Library's year occurred 
in April when it joined with thousands of other libraries 
throughout the nation in "A Night of 1000 Stars". This 
celebration of National Library Week presented local 
celebrities reading from their favorite books. The evening 
successfully focused parents' attention on the importance of 
reading aloud with children. Throughout the year "read- 
alouds" with the librarian were popular as parents and pre- 
schoolers flocked to Story Hour. Children's programs were in 
demand with area schools and scout groups as well. 


The summer evenings brought toddlers to the library for 
Darlene Currier's stories for children who are not yet 
reading. Her animated presentations have become a summertime 
favorite. 


The Friends group, led by Candy Hulton, Linda Curtis, 
and Jane Morris, invited an author and a puppeteer to the 
library and arranged for pumpkin decorating, a Halloween 
costume parade, and even a visit from Santa. They also 
organized the annual caroling on the steps of the Bacon Free 
Library. Their fund-raising efforts added books and video 
cassettes to the collection. 


The trustees completed another maintenance project with 
the installation of a new bulkhead for the aging building. 
Arbor Day found them hard at work on the grounds of the 
library, planting seedlings donated by the Natick Community 
Farm. They brought the year to a close with an open house in 
honor of the Friends of the Library. At that time library 
assistant Peg Huard, who resigned in August, was honored for 
her years of service to the library. Jane Dada was hired and 
joined long-time employee Priscilla Duval. 


The library staff and trustees began 1991 with reduced 
funding but a determination to fulfill its mission to meet 
the information needs of the community.

Home visits made for contagion and other related matters 
totalled 101. Tine and Mantoux tests for tuberculosis 
totalled 189. 22 positive reactors were identified, of which 
9 are currently being followed up. 


At our weekly Blood Pressure Screening Clinics, 876 
residents participated, with 68 referrals to private 
Physicians. 


Flu Clinics were held in October according to State 
guidelines. A total of 1,002 residents were inoculated. 


1990 was the second full year for our Reflotron 
cholesterol testing machine . 228 residents were screened, 
and 27 were referred to their private physicians. 


82 children under the age of 6 were screened for Lead 
Poisoning. No referrals for elevated blood lead levels were 
necessary. 


The Public Health Nurse represented the Board of Health 
at the Metrowest Parent Awareness Consortium, the Natick 
Alcohol and Drug Advisory Council, the Human Services Task 
Force, the Natick Health Fair Committee, and at 
conferences/workshops on tuberculosis, alcohol, AIDS and 
pneumonia, substance abuse, and breast cancer. 


The annual Rabies Clinics were held in May; a total of 
179 dogs were vaccinated, and $716 in fees were returned to 
the Town Treasury. 


Fees collected and returned to the Town Treasury for 
various licenses, permits, and inspections totalled 
249,532.50. 


A total of 10,213 doses of various biologics were 
distributed to Natick physicians during 1990. 


A total of 542 inspections were conducted for 203 food 
establishments of all types, including restaurants, markets, 
bakeries, caterers, clubs, schools, canteen trucks, food 
manufacturers, fairs, the hospital, and a circus. A total of 
2,240 inspections, complaint investigations, progress 
inspections, and field consultations were carried out by the 
Board of Health staff relative to environmental sanitation, 
housing, underground storage tanks, sewerage, and other 
public health matters. 


A total of 28 Show Cause Hearings, Court Cases, and 
Administrative Hearings were necessary during 1990. 


On April 21st, the Board of Health sponsored Natick's 
fifth Household Hazardous Waste Collection Day at the Clean 
Harbors facility on Mercer Road. Hazardous materials from 
212 households were collected and sorted for proper disposal 
at a cost in excess of $20,000, all of which was donated by 
Clean Harbors of Natick, Inc. 


Implementation of the Underground Storage Tank Bylaw 
continued during 1990. All Town-owned tanks 15 years of age 
and over were tested for leakage and 3 failed the test. 

Tanks at the Lincoln Courthouse and Cole School were removed. 
The tank at Lilja School was temporarily re-piped and will be 
removed during 1991. 


These failures serve to point out the tremendous 
potential liability faced by the Town because of the large 
number of older underground storage tanks it owns. We 
strongly recommend that the majority of Town-owned 
underground storage tanks be replaced as soon as possible, 
before any more leaks occur and require costly cleanups. 


Testing of privately-owned underground tanks is taking 
place as required. 41 tank removals, including residential 
underground tanks, were overseen by Board of Health staff 
during 1990. 


Natick's membership in the Central Massachusetts 
Mosquito Control Project began officially in July, although 
some work occurred as early as May. We look forward to 
receiving the full benefit of our membership in 1991, our 
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first full mosquito season in the Project. A major drainage 
project is planned for the Travis/Porter/Hardwick road area 
early in the year.

BOARD OF SELECTMEN 
and TOWN ADMINISTRATOR 


Since this is the first report of the Board of Selectmen 
in the 1990's, there is some merit in beginning that report 
with some historical perspective of the 1980's. The 
following is, therefore, a brief summary of major events, 
goals and concerns of the Town of Natick in the 1980's. 


RI NATI ' 

Like all other Cities and Towns in the Commonwealth, 
Natick began the 1980's almost completely preoccupied with 
the coming fiscal constraints resulting from the passage of 
proposition 2 1/2 in November, 1980. 


In the early months of 1981, there were dire predictions 
such as elimination of the Recreation Department and rubbish 
Pick-up and disposal, copious lay-offs in both the Police and 
Fire Departments, as well as a substantial reduction in the 
number of street lights in Town. 


Many of these predictions did not occur because of a 
shift of a portion of sales and income tax revenue from state 
government to local government. In Fiscal 1981, the last year 
before proposition 2 1/2, State Aid was 10.8% of the Town's 
total revenue. By Fiscal 1987, it had grown to 19.8% of the 
Town's total revenue. Even with the loss of federal revenue 
sharing, the Town, after engaging in intense long range 
financial planning, was able to save almost all of it's 
municipal services while complying with all the requirements 
of proposition 2 1/2, in keeping property tax increases to a 
minimum. This planning done by the Town Administrator and 
Selectmen's Office in conjunction with the Finance Committee, 
was so effective that in 1986 Moody's Investor Services, the 
leading independent rating agency for municipal finances, 
increased the Town's bond rating from 1A to AA. 


In addition to increased State Aid, the two other major 
sources of revenue growth for the Town were increases in 
assessed value due to new construction, and state and federal 
Pree or speciric projects.” This enabled the’'Town. to 
embark upon a serious catch-up program in the area of capital 
improvements. Some examples of which are as follows: 


a. Major renovations to Natick High School, Wilson Middle 
School, and Kennedy Middle School. 

b. Creation of a new District Court in a portion of the 
surplused Lincoln School. 

>. Creation of a new Senior Center in the remainder of the 
surplused Lincoln School. 

d. Reconstruction and signalization of South Natick Square, 


dramatically improving both safety and aesthetics. 
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e. Resurfacing of all of Eliot Street, most of Everett and 
all of Cottage Street. Resurfacing of Oak and Pine 


Streets. 

ie Complete reconstruction of Union Street and a portion of 
South Main Street. 

g. Installation of new traffic lights at the intersections 


Of Mill and Hartford Streets; Routes 27 and 135; Route 
135 and. Kendall Lane. 
igh After 50 years of debate, the Town of Natick finally 


completed a new Public Works Garage with a state-of-the- 


art maintenance facility for Town equipment of all 
departments. 


Another major goal of the Board of Selectmen in the 
1980's was the revitalization of Natick Center, with a focus 
on Natick Center as the Town's community center. Much was 
accomplished in cooperation with Natick Center Associates and 
departments of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


One of the major thrusts was the expansion of parking in 


Natick Center and this resulted in the new parking deck on 
Middlesex Avenue, a new parking lot across from Town Hall and 
the improvement and utilization of the Saint Patrick's 
parking lot for Town employees. 


A central piece of this capital improvement for 


revitalization was a complete reconstruction of Natick Common 


with the new bandstand, sidewalks and a tree Planting 
program. 


With the cooperation of property owners on Main Street, 
the improvements to the common were extended down Main Street 
with the construction of new sidewalks with brick highlights, 
and the planting of trees. 


Much was also accomplished through cooperation with 
developers along Route 9. Significant improvements occurred 
to the aesthetics of Route 9 with the construction of the 
Prime Park building and the construction of Loehmanns Plaza 
and the Natick Executive Park. 


On November 7, 1985, Flutie Pass was opened as a 
connector road between Natick Mall and Shoppers World, taking 
thousands of vehicles off Route 9 daily and providing safe 
pedestrian connection between those two malls. This was 
accomplished by the cooperation of the Towns of Natick and 
Framingham, Natick Mall, Shoppers World and the Commonwealth 
Of Massachusetts. 


Very recently, as part of their proposed expansion, 
Natick Mall has produced a safer more efficient access to 
Flutie Pass and has resurfaced Speen Street from the 
Framingham Line to the entrance to Natick Mall. 


XTENDING FR l : INTQ THE 1 
In spite of the improvements occurring over the Town of 
Natick in the 1980's, many of the goals of the Board of 
Selectmen during the 1980's have yet to be achieved and will 
be carried forward into the 1990's. 


We, unfortunately, started the 1990's with the same kind 
@eeorre fiscal constraints that started the 1980's. It is 
almost as though the draconian budget methods predicted under 
proposition 2 1/2 for the 1980's were not avoided but merely 
postponed for the 1990's. 


In the past two fiscal years, Natick's Local Aid has 
been reduced by almost 2 million dollars. If present 
proposals for additional cuts take place, the Town will 
probably lose another 1.6 million dollars, bringing a drop of 
43 @ in Local Aid over a three year period, and bringing the 
Local Aid share of the Town's total budget below the portion 
born by Local Aid in 1981. When this is added to other 
declining revenues of the Town, due to the region's economic 
downturn, it is not only going to be difficult to continue 
the major catch-up program in capital improvements, which 
began in the 80's, but is even going to make preserving 
essential municipal services difficult. 


We are extremely concerned with the reduction of capital 
expenditure which has occurred in recent years to help. 
balance the operating budget. There are certain areas of 
Capital improvement that the Town can no longer delay, and 
most of these relate to infra-structure. We, therefore, have 
ithe following major goals in the area of capital expenditures 
las we enter the 1990's. 


|. The completion of the development of the water supply 

system at Elm Bank, which is expected to provide the 
Town with a reliable supply of 2 to 4 million gallons a 
day of high quality water. 


b. The replacement of old and deteriorated water and sewer 
lines to avoid sudden collapses that affect both safety 
and health. 

CG; The removal of all fuel storage tanks which threaten the 


quality of the Town's groundwater on which we rely for 
drinking water. 


In addition, the Town can not delay much longer in solving 


In spite of all of these problems facing the Town in the 
1990's, the Board of Selectmen and the Town Administrator are 
iCconfident that if we continue to keep our priorities in 
Proper perspective, we can not only find our way through 
these difficulties, but even improve Natick as happened in 
ithe 1980's.

A 30' x 60" litho pad has been installed at the Leonard) 
Morse Hospital to be used as a dock for a mobile lithotripter 
which is used for ultrasonic waves to pulverize kidney | 
stones. We are anticipating the application for new building 
of the Nursing Home at the Leonard Morse Hospital area, 
Shortly. 


CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The year began with a marathon Saturday morning work 
session in early January with the goal of filing the backlog 
of drawings that formed an intimidating pile at the rear of 
Room 207. Aided by coffee and donuts, the full Commission 
labeled and filed all the documents into the recently 
purchased storage cabinets. Especially helpful during this 
process was Chairman George Wallace's recollections of past 
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projects, some of which dated back to the earliest years of 
the Commission. 


Record keeping is an important function of the 
Commission, and a responsibility made difficult to execute by 
the absence of substantial administrative support. In 
response to a resident's complaint that the Commission was 
unable to produce the minutes from a particular meeting held 
in 1976, the Secretary of State requested a formal review of 
the board's system of record retention. A comprehensive 
description of the Commission's manner for record retention 
is being submitted to the State for approval. 


In 1990, the Commission administrated the design and 
construction of stream improvements at Camp Mary Bunker, a 
property held by the Commission on Lake Cochituate. The 
project, designed by the engineering company Bruce Saluk and ~ 
Associates, was unique in the cooperative relationship 
established between the contractor, Leotta Construction Co. 
and the Town Department of Public Works. With the Recreation 
Commission, the Conservation Commission applied for a park 
development grant through the Department of Conservation 
Services. The grant proposal, based largely on the design 
recommendations of the Land and Facility Management 
Subcommittee, has not been acted upon by this state agency. 


A poster-sized rendering of proposed improvements at 
Pegan Cove Park, drawn by Commission member Randy Johnson, 
was part of the application. This drawing was funded in part 
by the Natick Arts Lottery Council.. 


The Commission's efforts to prompt the Division of Water 
Pollution Control to rectify deficiencies at the water 
purification project in Pegan Brook were not successful. In 
response to the severe erosion problems cited in the April 
11, 1988 Enforcement Order, this state agency proposed to 
abandon the project, rather than repair and reinstate the 
purification measures. The Commission is exploring other 
options to bring about a solution that would both resolve the 
existing erosion problem, and improve water quality in Lake 
Cochituate. 


The general slowdown in the pace of real estate 
development reduced the number of Notice of Intent hearings 
conducted by the Commission in 1990. On the rise were 
Certificate of Compliance hearings, some prompted by pending 
transactions relative to bank foreclosures.

The Commission accepted a gift of land at the end of 
Peterson Road from the Cohen and David families. The 
Property is almost completely comprised of wetlands. 


Kate Cardamone was appointed to the Commission in 1990, 
and brings to the Commission a background of horticulture, 
landscape design and environmental education. With great 
sadness the Commission acknowledges the passing of Lester B. 
Smith, Sr. original chairman of the Commission in 1961.

"Les" was a major force generating public awareness for 
the protection of our natural resources in the early 1950's 
and was a prime advocate for and example of a newly coined

As New England Director of the National Wildlife 
Federation and President of the Massachusetts Federation of 
Sportsmans Clubs, Les worked closely with Representative John 
Dolan of Ipswich in the drafting, refining and ensuring that 
the General Court, in 1957 approved the legislation that 
became the Conservation Commission Act, M.G.L. Chapter 40 sec 
Soe 


This first in the nation legislation recognized the need 
for conservation of natural resources at the local level, or 
in his words "the wise use of our natural resources". 


In 1960, Town Meeting approved a Conservation Commission 
Study Committee, which ultimately led to a positive action by 
Town Meeting in 1961, which authorized acceptance of MGL 
Chapter 40, 8c and the appointment of a Conservation 
Commission. 


It was only fitting that Les would become the first 
Chairman to provide his unique organizational ability and 
down-to-earth manner to inspire commitment and activity. 


. He stayed with the Commission until his continuing 
concern for such issues as lake and ocean pollution, over- 
fishing in national and international waters and a new 
Standardized national conservation education program for 


American Youth drew him to serve on a wide variety of State 
and Federal advisory councils and committees. 


He remained in touch with the Commission on a regular 
basis, advising us on legislative changes, new approaches to 
achieve a new common goal, and perhaps most importantly to 
remain our "Conservation Conscience". 


Les was my Conservation mentor, having taught me to 
clearly understand and to perform in accordance with the 
Original purposes and intent of the Conservation Act. Of 
most value to me were our frequent meetings at the Post 
Office a couple of times a week which usually turned into 1/2 
hour sessions. 


"Be objective, listen to both sides of the issues, but 
be firm, be practical, protect the common good, because after 
all, conservation means wise use of our natural resources" 
was his credo. 


We both had similar philosophical differences, in the 
early 1970's, as to whether or not we should foresake our 
roles as "Conservationists" and become "Environmentalists", 
but we both agreed we should not forsake his credo. 


Natick s tribute to Lester B. Smith, Sr. is.in its 
recognition that he was the major parent of the Mass 
Conservation Act, legislation that was to become a national 
model for the protection of our natural resources. 


He was an outspoken critic of those who abused natural 
resources. He inspired people to know that the cause could 
be won, but would let you know it if you were not giving it 
your best effort.

1990 turned out to be a transition year.

To honor such a great lady the Board of Selectmen 
approved the Council on Aging's recommendation to rename the 
Natick Senior Center the Katherine L. Kennedy Senior Center.

They submitted three finalists 
to the Town Administrator. In July, Diana Ryder was selected 
as the new Council on Aging Director.

DATA PROCESSING ADVISORY BOARD 


The Major focus of 1990 has been the analysis of 

| Information Systems and organizational structures on the 
|municipal side. This analysis has taken on many forms 

l including document review, personal interviews, statutory 
requirements and organizational review. The results have 
provided a foundation for building a Town wide management 
strategy which will help deal with operational, as well as 
data oriented issues. 


Simultaneously, much work has been devoted to starting 
|}up a municipal network of Macintosh Computers functioning in 
iii citterent departments. This network has allowed for 
heightened awareness on the part of staff as to new 
pioneering in informational flow. The E-Mail System has 

| given the greatest impact to interdepartmental communication

Steady progress in Police Information Systems has led to 
90% “install status" on automated functions of C.A.D.

: Progress in the area of Data Communication has been

encouraging possibilities in the sharing of the cable 
television system for the purpose of data transmission. 


We continue to evaluate the organizational structure of 
Information Systems and will continue to do so over the next 
year. There are some very important challenges ahead of both 
the Town and the Schools in 1991 and beyond. Much of our 
work continues to be dependent upon better, faster and more 
accurate Information Systems. The economic conditions 
dictate the need for streamlining, and Information Systems is 
a major tool in this process. 


The Board thanks the Department Heads and staff for 
their very intensive commitment to improving Information 
Systems in Natick.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT 


1990 saw continued progress in the Natick Fire 
Department. Various elements of long range planning, either 
came to fruition or will be implemented in early 1991. 


The ambulance service has recently received approval 
from the Massachusetts Office of Emergency Medical Services 
to implement its defibrillator program. The defibrillator 
device is a vital piece of life saving equipment, that 
literally shocks a persons heart back into proper rhythm. 
Fifty four of the department's E.M.T.'s voluntarily trained 
and were certified to use this device. Their continued 
efforts towards maintaining the highest level of quality and 
standards of emergency medical care must be praised. 


Our historically fine working relationship with the 
Leonard Morse Hospital’ continues toflourish.9 Withee. 
most gracious support and assistance, our ambulance service 
is entering the final stages of licensing, leading to 
implementation of advanced life support ambulance service. 
The ten firefighters who have diligently earned Intermediate 
Technician Certification, will work with and compliment the 
Leonard Morse Hospital’ Paramedics. +The) result ofstmrs) joint 
approach will provide the ultimate level of emergency medical 
care. 


On| thes fire operational) side, ia five anch,” laze 
diameter supply hose system has been integrated into the 
Department. Engine #4, quartered on Speen Street, is now 
fully equipped. All other engine companies have been 
retrofitted to complement this operation. As finances 
permit, remaining engines will also be fitted with the large 
hose. This system will allow us to maximize the potential of 
our 1250 G.P.M. pumping engines and water supply, with 
existing manpower. 


From an administrative standpoint, there now exists 
promotional lists for all officer levels in the Department. 
It's my intention to have this agency participate in 
Department of Personnel promotional exams every two years. 
The competitive exam process, when held regularly, stimulates 
interest, maintains educational levels and is the fairest 
method of determining department leadership. 


All other programs such as in-service inspection and 
hydrant testing were maintained throughout the year. 


The Department as a whole, is on course to winning an 
insurance upgrade. Barring any unforeseen reduction in 
service this community should achieve a Class III commercial 
insurance grading by 1994.

Captain Bourque and Inspector Curley maintained an 
unusually busy schedule during the past year. Much effort 
has gone into planning and monitoring the Natick Mall 
project. In addition to conducting quarterly inspections of 
all nursing homes, hotel/motels and the hospital, they 
responded to numerous complaints and monitored blasting 
projects, tank removals and oversaw all construction and 
remodeling projects.

'of these hands-on drills are in the planning process. Drills 


of this type are most beneficial and are conducted with 
meticulous, deliberate planning to ensure safety of personnel 
and property.

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Communications Division 
Fire Alarm 


The Fire Alarm System is in good repair. Tests have 
been performed on all boxes. Six new boxes were added during 
the year. In all cases materials were provided by the owner. 
We have continued our program of replacement of old open wire 
construction with the installation of over 14,900 feet of 
aerial cable. 


Traffic Control 

On three occasions we suffered knockdowns. They were a 
North Main and Pine, West Central and Washington Avenue, 
North Main and Bacon Streets. We relocated two school zone 
light units from Boden Lane at Cole School to Mill Street at 
Kennedy School. The new lights in Natick Square have 
‘continued to work well. Also the new lights in South Natick 
Square have been turned on and have improved safety at this 
busy intersection. 


Radio Systems 

The completion of the upgrade of the DPW Radio System 
was completed with the addition of tone protection and 
relocation of the base radio to their new facility on West 
Street. The upgrade of the fire radio system has continued 
with plans to complete it this coming year. 


Apparatus 


All pumping apparatus was duly tested in accordance 
with N.F.P.A. standards and proves to be in excellent 
condition. Test results show no disparity with previous 
meaqro tests. 


The ladder truck was also tested with negative findings 
in only minor areas. Repairs will be performed by D.P.W. 
1989's test resulted in numerous flaws that were corrected by 
Drivate contract. The ladder is 20 years old this fiscal 
year and is due for replacement. JI would prefer to wait 
until we have suitable quarters for a new ladder truck. 
Also, economics preclude replacement at this juncture. 


The ambulance is now 4 1/2 years old and is in dire need 
of replacement. The current unit suffers from increasingly 
frequent "down time" and is becoming quite undependable. 


Although fire cars 1 and 4 need replacing, their 
Purchase obviously has to be delayed.

HOUSING AUTHORITY 


The Natick Housing Authority Board of Commissioners 
which was chaired by Daniel J. O'Leary and in April, by 
Edward J. Hurst, played a key role during FY 1990 in focusing 
the NHA's attention towards improving internal operations in 
the face of the changing and deteriorating financial 
condition of the State's economy. Each Commissioner 
individually became more informed about the activities and 
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programs being administered by the Authority. Thomas L. 
Huddy pursued a year-long program that made Commissioners 
much more knowledgeable about NHA policies and the multitude 
of EOCD and HUD regulations which govern our activities. 
Collectively, he and the Board along with staff have ensured 
that good fiscal and physical management principles were 
adopted and fine-tuned, which helped to assure the 
continuation of an effective operation of the Authority. 


The Authority tightened its belt in 1990 and through 
monthly and quarterly income and operating expense statements 
was able to affirm our practices which proved to be effective 
tools to keeping the Authority economically solvent. The NHA 
implemented a "Commitment to Quality Program" which centered 
around employee input and involvement. The Management and 
Maintenance Staff were both encouraged to improve and 
preserve the quality of service to our tenants while being 
mindful of the bottom-line costs to provide for the 
continuation of all services. The NHA also listened more 
Closely than ever over the past year to our tenants who are 
Our consumers and their satisfaction is our number one 
priority. 


There is nothing more rewarding than to have tenants say 
that they are proud of where they live. To that end the NHA 
renovated the fifty-two 52 unit Forest Green Family Housing 
Complex with a $1.7 million modernization grant. The complex 
was renovated by enlarging kitchens, remodeling bathrooms, 
setting new roof lines, installing new heating systems and by 
(numerous site improvements that will include a new children's 
Play area. 


In the spring of 1991 the NHA will also make site 
improvements at our West Hill Park family housing complex 
along with porch repairs and heating systems up-dating at our 
Cedar Gardens Elderly complex. 


John L. Donahue has increased our awareness regarding 
security issues at all NHA projects and has made many 
suggestions to alleviate safety problems. James M. White who 
has worked long and hard for many years for the youth of 
Natick, along with his tireless work for the elderly 
residents of this community, saw his efforts come to fruition 
as renovation work has begun in the vacant gymnasium at 
Coolidge Gardens. Once renovated this area will be used by 
the Natick (Youth) Basketball Association as a practice 
facility for the young people of Natick. 


The Natick Housing Authority Board and Administrative 
Staff also recognized the contributions of our Maintenance 
Unit as a pleasant compromise and innovative problem-solving 
lead to a new two-year extension of our Maintenance Unit 
Contracts

NATICK HOUSING PARTNERSHIP 
COMMITTEE 


The Natick Housing Partnership Committee has been 
appointed by the Board of Selectmen to act as a liaison for 
Natick, the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and the private 
sector to provide more low cost housing for Natick residents. 


Wacick, through Town Meeting, has stated its support for 
affordable housing as a necessary component of a healthy 
community life. In complying with this mandate, the 
Partnership explores many options to bring this about. 


One option is the use of excess town owned land. Natick 
received a grant from the State for a consultant to help with 
the Oak Street housing proposal. However, at this time, a 
ruling that a two-thirds majority of Town Meeting is required 
to allow this use stands in the way of its implementation. 


The present availability of inexpensive condominiums is 
being pursued as another option. A third is a poposal by the 
Planning Board for an Affordable Housing Bylaw to encourage 
the development of low cost housing. 


Town Boards recognize affordable housing as a real 
problem, and the Partnership has found increased support from 
all those whose responsibilities and interest intersect those 

of the Partnership. 
The Natick Housing Partnership meets monthly.

| 99907 .as 1n-1989, was devoid.of any major insect or pest 
| outbreaks. 


An early growing season did result in some instances of 
| unusually heavy leaf development and growth. This gave rise 
| to some premature leaf drop, particularly on Sugar Maples, 

| creating the appearance of fungus or leaf-scorch. It 
appeared to have occurred because of the trees inability to 
Support that heavy volume of leaves when subjected to an 

| €arly mid-spring drought. They tended to stabilize and 

| remained normal up to regular defoliation in the Fall. 


Tapping of Sugar Maples was and will continue to be a 

| Major concern. Closer observation of vigor and testing for 
Sugar/starch balance may be required on the existing older 

| Sugar Maples to determine the number of allowable taps. 
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Of critical concern is the pending fiscal limitations 
that may be placed on those State research and regulatory 
agencies that provide the basic research, instruction and 
information flow that keeps the local S.I.P.C. updated and 
current on trees and tree related problems. Your concern and 
support is needed.

KEEFE TECHNICAL SCHOOL 


During the past year, the Keefe Tech day school student 
population remained stable and for the third year in a row 
our entering ninth grade student body equalled the numbers in 
grades 10 and ‘Il. ~ It° thus ‘appears. that’ the- overall aecigne 
in enrollment experienced during the late 1980's is over and 
the school should maintain at least its present population 
for the foreseeable future. 


While the stabilization of enrollment is positive, it 
continues to be accompanied by decreasing financial support 
at the state level. Funding from the state has not increased 
in nine years and was actually reduced during the past year. 
The school will receive $123,000.00 less in state aid in FY9I1 
than it did in FY90. State statutes that address the support 
of vocational education remain unfunded, providing an 
increased burden on member towns. The support we continue to 
receive from our member towns is greatly appreciated by the 
Keefe Tech community. 


The school continues to meet its goals and objectives in 
spite of the financial pressure generated at the state level. 
For the class of 1990, a total of 92% of our graduates were 
Placed in full time employment relative to their field of 
study, or in full time higher education. The remaining 8# 
were placed in full time employment not directly related to 
their-high school studies. Recent three and five year 
surveys of our graduates show these numbers to remain very 
consistent. 


Our Continuing Education program serves a large number 
of area residents. <A total of 1959 students enrolled in the 
spring session and the total this past fall exceeded 2200. 
Part of this growth is unfortunately due to the weakening of 
the economy and we are seeing much more interest in courses 
in career training and retraining than in the hobby and 
leisure areas. To meet these needs we are now offering some 
of the more popular courses on Saturdays. 
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The school's Vocational Assessment Center, developed 
with state grants, is now fully operational and available to 
day and evening students. This Center offers testing and 
evaluation service to help determine vocational and academic 
interests and aptitudes. Extensive career counselling is 
available to complement the services of the Assessment 
Center. The services of the Assessment Center are also 
available to students in other academic and vocational high 
schools throughout central Massachusetts. 


The financial problems at the state and local levels 
have again encouraged us to aggressively seek grant funds. 
This year we will exceed %600,000.00 in grants, mostly 
through competitive applications. Our relationship with the 
Private sector has enabled us to match that number in 
corporate donations. For example, vehicles and training aids 
from General Motors, Nissan and Toyota enable us to provide 
State-of-the-art training of Automotive Technicians. A 
donation of $500,000.00 in equipment from Bose Corporation 
will upgrade the training in our drafting program for both 
day and evening students. Many other companies have 
contributed on a smaller scale to help us remain 
technologically current. 


Our Federal Grant through Title VII of the Elementary 
and Secondary Education Act was renewed for a second year. 
This grant is for developing programming and training staff 
in the teaching of English through interactive video. Grant 
activities are coordinated with the Framingham Public Schools 
and this year a full-time person is funded by the grant to do 
program and staff development at Framingham's Middle School. 


Two years ago we received a grant to develop 
articulation agreements with local institutions of higher 
_learning. These agreements are now in place with Mass Bay 
Community College, Quinsigamond Community College and 
Massasoit Community College. These agreements enable our 
students to enter Associate Degree programs at these 
institutions with advanced standing. Federal legislation 
Signed during this past summer will encourage more formal 
development of these "Tech-Prep" programs. Our completed 
articulation agreements should put us in an excellent 
position to compete for additional federal funds for 
expanding this concept. 


Our facility continues to get extensive usage on a full 
year basis. In addition to our school year day and evening 
programs, we host College Academy; in the summer while 
Providing our own academic summer school and a very 
Successful Career Exploration Camp for youngsters 10-13 years 
of age. A training program funded by MetroSouthwWest 
Employment and Training enabled us to paint a large portion 
of the interior of the building last summer at no cost to the 
school. 
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The extensive use of our facility and the impact of the 
international situation on fuel costs has forced us to be 
even more conscious of energy conservation. A subcommittee 
of our School Committee continues to explore all alternatives 
for savings. During this past year we installed an energy 
control and monitoring system that should significantly 
reduce usage. The system was completely installed by our 
electrical students and teachers, under the direction of an 
engineering consultant. The cost was therefore kept to a 
minimum and the students participated in a valuable learning 
experience. 


The current Keefe enrollment from Natick is 61. We 
continue to enjoy an excellent working relationship with the 
Natick Public Schools and are working together to provide 
excellent opportunities for high school age youth in the 
South Middlesex District.

METROWEST GROWTH MANAGEMENT 
COMMITTEE 


The Metrowest Growth Management Committee has continuéd 
to foster joint and cooperative action concerning growth and 
development in member communities and to serve as a resource 
to members and the region's citizens. Selectman Ed Dlott and 
Planning Board member Larry Franceschi represent Natick on 
the Metrowest Growth Management Committee. Natick 
contributed $5,000 and office space to the Committee in 1990. 


The Metrowest Water Supply Protection Committee was 
established as a permanent standing committee of the . 
MetroWest Growth Management Committee, to assist and advise 
in the review of the impacts of development on regional water 
resources. This committee has begun the process of 
establishing a regional water supply contingency plan. 

Natick is represented on the MetroWest Water Supply 
Protection Committee by George Wallace, Chairman of the 
Conservation Commission. 


MetroWest began an ongoing process of review and 
prioritization of the State's program for transportation 
improvements known as the TIP. MetroWest requested that the 
State include the Route 30/Speen Street intersection and the 
Marion Street and Walnut Street bridges in its top ten 
M@rtoricies for this region. 


Throughout the year, MetroWest performed reviews of 
development deemed to have regional impacts. Comments sent 
to the Secretary of Environmental Affairs and incorporated 
into his decisions included Relocation of Shopper's World 
Remote Parking/Express Bus Service, the 949 Worcester Street 
project and Shopper's World. The Committee also commented on 
legislative initiatives including S909, concerning how and 
when property rights are vested under zoning, and S906, 
concerning fair share impact fees. 


The Committee attended meetings and provided input to 
the Marlborough West Area Plan, a long range comprehensive 
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plan for the high growth area on Route 495 at the Route 20 
interchange, and continued to work toward implementation of 
the land use plan for the Golden Triangle area in Natick and 
Framingham. 


The Committee hosted its annual legislative forum to 
inform MetroWest legislators of issues of concern to 
MetroWest. 


Natick has continued to enjoy strength in number and 
economies of scale through its affiliation with the other 
members of the MetroWest Growth Management Committee and 
avails itself of technical assistance used by all of the 
MetroWest member communities, public, press and private 
sector.

BOARD OF TRUSTEES' REPORT 


The Board of Trustees and Patrons of the Morse Institute: 
extend a special thank you this year to the Director and 
Staff of the Library, who have worked diligently to meet the: 
changing needs for Library services in 1990, despite the: 
paucity of operating funds. 


The Board regrets the removal of the second bookmobile: 
from service to the elementary schools of Natick. An attempt 
to provide some access for these schoolchildren and their 
teachers is underway with the remaining bookmobile. At the 
same time, we must endeavor not to significantly decrease the 
valuable bookmobile service to the neighborhoods andi 
shutzins: 


Budget restraints have also led to decreased hours at 
the: Library. During the school year, the Library is now 
closed on Thursday mornings. The continuance of Sunday hours’ 
has only been made possible by successfully satisfying the 
criteria for State Incentive Grants. 
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Effective March 1, 1990, fines for overdue books were 
increased from five cents to ten cents a day. Fine proceeds 
are immediately used for the purchase of additional books. 
Reflecting the changing needs of our society, a compact disc 
Player is now available for adult use in the Library. The 
Board appreciates the donation of a custom, handcrafted case 
to protect the compact disc player. Audio-visual materials 
and books-on-tape also continue to grow in popularity. 


The Board is pleased to announce the generous bequest of 
former Natick resident, Marion K. Brown. She thoughtfully 
Jeft a sum to the Library in memory of her aunt, Gertrude 
Colburn.--Such gifts are welcome and named opportunities are 
available. Anyone interested in making a gift is encouraged 
to contact the Director or any member of the Board of 
meustees. 


On July 4, 1990, the excitement of the first membership 
drive began as the Friends of the Morse Institute Library 
were welcomed to the Library family. Over 300 individuals 
joined the Friends in the first six months. Membership is 
open to any interested person upon payment of annual dues. 
Brochures with membership forms may be found on the Friends 
peble.at. the Library. You are also invited to join by 
sending your name and address, together with a check for $5 
or more, to the Friends, c/o Morse Institute Library, 14 East 
Central Street, Natick. 


The Friends of the Morse Institute Library was 
(officially organized under the enthusiasm and guidance of 
| Susanne Stern and Meg DeVries and their Steering Committee 
\members, Ruth Dwin, Lois Harper and Sheila Thomas. AS a 
volunteer, non-profit group, the Friends are dedicated to 
"promoting a strong public library system, sponsoring library 
Programs and activities, and raising money for special 
Projects”. Towards these goals, a successful plant sale was 
|held in September and a holiday social gathering in December. 
\Plans for 1991 already include a book sale, a magician's 
meer eonop .for. children, .an -icé«=-cream social; and adult 
lectures. 


| The Trustees, Director and Staff are looking forward to 
lworking with the Friends. With their assistance, programs 
and other items outside of the normal operating budget may be 
|possible. In addition, a fellowship amongst patrons may be 
lenjoyed and library awareness promoted. We applaud the 
efforts of the Steering Committee and their associates and 
‘invite everyone to join this vital group. 


The Trustees continue to be concerned over the lack of 
|municipal funds for capital improvements and repairs. The 
}historic stained glass windows, from over the front door on 
|East Central Street, remain dismantled and stored in a box. 
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The other three windows must also be repaired soon. Compact 
shelving, air conditioning, computer work station and other 
furniture are desperately needed in the main section of the 
building. Routine painting and other maintenance are falling 
behind. Plans for the building renovation and addition are 
once again postponed. Contributions to the Building Fund are 
welcome. 


During 1990, an asbestos removal and containment project 
was completed in the old basement section in accordance with 
current regulations and with minimal disruption of Library 
service. Emergency repairs were made to part of the roof, 
abthough séurther> work wil) besrequiced: In. addition cthe 
Library and other town buildings have participated in Boston 
Edison Co.'s ENCORE Program, which has provided many 
installed, energy-efficient light fixtures at no cost. 


Under the direction of Trustees and Director, funds were 
raised for the purchase of a 5'10" Schimmel grand piano for 
the upstairs meeting room--as a replacement for the piano 
donated by the Woman's Club Evening Division many years ago. 
A series of dedicatory programs was planned for early 1991. 
The necessary funds were raised entirely through donations. 
The Board is deeply grateful to the donors for this important 
show of support for the Morse Institute. A special thanks is 
due the Natick Arts Council for it's major grant. 


The availability ‘of the Library's meetings roomm 
continues to be an important community resource. Use of the: 
facilities increased from 1989, with over 450 separate: 
meetings. In addition to more than 110 Library Programs, the:

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LIBRARIAN'S REPORT 


Although Library Resources and Staff were extended to 
the maximum, 1990 turned out to be an especially gratifying 
year as the Natick community supported the Library in an 
unprecedented manner. The most significant event was the 
formation of the Friends of the Morse Institute Library. 
Thanks to the efforts of founding members Susanne Stern and 
Meg DeVries and the other members of the Steering Committee, 
Ruth Dwin, Lois Harper, and Sheila Thomas, a. successtus 
membership drive resulted in more than 300 members by the end 
of \thée..yeax,. With its. first. fundraiser; a“ plante sale, 
netting over $600, the Friends have rapidly become an 
organization that will fulfill its purposes of supporting and 
promoting interest in the Morse Institute Library. The 
Director and, Library Staff all look forward, to CHhestucure 
involvement of our Friends. 


Another significant community-wide achievement was the 
acquisition of a new Schimmel Grand Piano. With funds raised 
from a Natick Arts Council grant,” donations from Necick oo 
SE€LVice J,organizalLions, gifts from many supportive 
individuals, and a large contribution from Boston Organ and 
Piano, the Library was able to purchase a superb instrument. 
The grand piano will be greatly appreciated by those 
attending musical performances in the Library's concert room 
for decades to come. 


Community support was also evident in the highlight 
program of the year, “Night of A Thousand Stars". Eleven 
members of the community and the Natick High School Speech®™ 
Team read or performed selections before a Library filled 
with more than 250 children, mothers, fathers, and other 
interested attendees. As part of the ‘celebration, thas 
Kennedy Middle School students read more than 1,000 books 
during the month of April. 


The Library also presented a series of workshops which 
were attended by various departments from the Natick High 
school and .dvunior” High Schools, The purpose of these 
workshops was to help make library materials more accessibl@® 
to the students. A trip to the Museum of Fine Arts for our, 
patrons to view "Monet in the 90's," book displays, and arts 
and crafts exhibits, by local artists were also eoee ot ae 
programs in 1990.

The Young People's Library offered the following” 
programs in 1990: : 


- Twos Together, a program for toddlers and parents 
together. 

- Preschool story hours for 3,4, and 5 year olds. 

- Story crafts for elementary school aged children. 

- Silver Apple Special Events for the entire family 
including 
Silver Apple Celebrates Smile Week, Silver Apple in the 
Pumpkin Patch, and Silver Apple Welcomes Winter. 

- A Summer Reading Program entitled Island Treasure which 

included a Summer Book Club with approximately 215 

children participating. 

A Winter Festival of Films. 


Special Events, the Apple IIe computer for use in the 
Library, tours of the Library for nursery schools and other 
groups, and book talks in the elementary schools were also 
part of the programming efforts from the Children's Library. 


In fulfilling the Library's mission to make available 
the information, programs, and services wanted by the people 
of the community of Natick, the Library offered the following 
services during the past year: 


° Circulation of 242,144 library materials, an increase 
of 4.5% from 1989 and the fifth straight year of 
increase. In addition, 7,325 reserves were placed and 
the demand for new materials was even greater as more 
and more Library patrons used the videotape and 
compact disc collections. 


° Technical Services added 7,077 items to the library's 
collection including 6,696 print and 381 non-print 
materials. 

° Bookmobile Service for neighborhoods, classrooms, and 


shut-ins continued, although on a reduced basis due to 
the elimination of one bookmobile. 

° Visits to area nursing homes by the Reference 
Librarian for book talks and programs. 


More community support came from the group of volunteers 
who have worked with the Staff of the Library in completing 
such tasks as indexing newspapers and vital records as well 
as maintaining the card catalog. A group of Natick Gardeners 
contributed flower and plant arrangements throughout the year 
which helped beautify the environment. Many more people made 
Gementons, cto the Library’s book fund. All of these efforts 
are deeply appreciated. 


None of the above progress would have been possible 
without. the direction of the Trustees and professional 
Geeeatson..of.:the .Library., Staff. Their efforts are 
especially appreciated.

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NATICK NEIGHBORHOOD BUS 


The Natick Neighborhood Bus is the local public 
transportation system for the town. It is subsidized by the 
Town of Natick and the MBTA'S Suburban Transportation 
Program. 


The town owns and maintains the three buses that provide 
transportation to Natick residents and others from 
Surrounding towns. 


Prior to January 1, 1990, the service was contracted 
out. Due to declining ridership and revenue figures during 
most of 1989, a decision was made by the Town Administrator 
and the Planning Department to have the Town take over the 
operation of the service. This was accomplished by January 
16 i990. 


Five new drivers were hired. Two drivers currently 
working were retained. Their job status is part-time, no 
benefits, and under a 20 hour work week each. A dispatcher 
was hired to facilitate the system. This position is also 
part-time, at 19.75 hours per week. A part-time coordinator 
was hired (just prior to the change to a Town operation) to 
oversee the system. 


The Neighborhood Bus meets affirmative action guidelines 
in that we have on board two Hispanic drivers, and two women 
drivers out of a total of seven drivers. 


The ridership and revenue figures have increased since 
the Town took over the operation:

PARKING METER MAINTENANCE 


During the fiscal year 1989-1990 the parking meter 
department has maintained all parking meters, both on-street 
meters and in the two municipal parking lots. Meters are 
maintained on a daily basis to insure proper working order.

During the fiscal year July 1, 1989 through June 30, 1990 
I collected and sorted the total sum of $44,800.00. This 
money is taken to the bank and a check is issued to the Town 
of Natick. These checks are submitted to the Town Treasurer 
with a breakdown report of the monies collected. 


An additional sum of money was generated by the selling 
of parking lot permit stickers. A vehicle with a parking 
sticker is entitled to park all day in the town municipal 
parking lots. These stickers may be purchased from the 
Planning Board.

NATICK PERSONNEL BOARD 


The Personnel Board spent March of 1990 working on the 
re-classification of all positions in Town outside the 
Collective Bargaining Units, plus those in Clerical Units 
included the re-writing of over 50 job descriptions and a 
very thorough evaluation of the multiple criteria for job 
Classification. The project, though conducted by an outside 
Consultant, included very substantial input from Department 
Heads and Board & Commissions. The Board itself served as an 


appellate body to the Deputy Administrator's/Consultants . 
final conclusion of the study. 


A new Classification Plan will likely be presented to 
the Fall Town Meeting in 1991. 


The Board continues to work on refining the Personnel 
Systems of the Town and spends numerous hours advising on : 
Collective Bargaining Negotiations. Members of the Board 
served through the long mediation of the Firefighter Contraccil 
in 1990 and similar lengthy negotiation with the Patrolman. 


The success of the Occupational Health Program isa | 
great source of satisfaction to the Board. Occupational 
Nursing, Wellness and Employee Assistance continue to serve 
both the Town and the employee very well. 


The Board wishes to recognize the long and outstanding 
service of Secretary Mary Jo Trundy as well as Board member 
Joseph Barrett. Mrs. Trundy served the Board for over 20 
years and was instrumental in recording the personnel actions | 
of the Town prior to the development of the Human Resource | 
function. Mr. Barrett served with great distinction on the | 
Board and brought a very rich background of Human Resource | 
Administration and legal expertise to the Board. His 
involvement in very intense negotiations the past several 
years earned him the respect of colleagues and employee | 
groups alike.

NATICK PLANNING BOARD 


The real estate bust in New England in 1990 adversely 
affected all developers in the region including those in : 
Natick. As a result, Natick's Planning Board spent | 
considerable time in 1990 reviewing bonding arrangements to | 


make sure the Town's interests were protected in the event of 
any developer bankruptcy. 


The Board had a busy year for other reasons as well. 
The Board held 26 regular meetings along with 25 special 
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meetings - primarily site inspections. During the year, the 
Board handled the following matters: .

The Board also spent time reviewing and commenting on 
two versions of "affordable housing" proposal on Part of the 
gravel pit in East Natick. The Board opposed the first 
version which was approved by the majority of Town Meeting in 
June (but was subsequently nullified by legal action 
initiated by neighbors). The Board supported a Subsequent 
"Cluster" variant of this proposal which has not yet been 
submitted to Town Meeting. 


. In the fall, the Board successfully defended itself in a 
lawsuit initiated by the Fafard Co., which alleged that the 
Planning Board had improperly turned down an application for 
a cluster subdivision in the fall of 1985 for the "Sanctuary" 
Site off Cottage Street. The court, on October 10, ed au, 
ruled that the Planning Board's original decision "was a 
deliberative judgement supported by substantial evidence."

POLICE DEPARTMENT 


If one issue became clear in 1990, it was that the 
fiscal condition of the Town of Natick would not get better 
in the immediate future. Lack of confidence in government, 
recession, and an increasing demand for services have all : 
contributed to the difficulties we now face. During 1990 the 
Natick Police Department was confronted with a fiscal year : 
1991 target appropriation reduced by three and one-half . 
percent. In real dollars this meant more than $90,000. We 
were fortunate that no layoffs were necessary because of the 
retirements during 1989 of three patrolmen and one 
lieutenant. These personnel losses were exacerbated by the 
transfer of Officer Richard Pomales to the Framingham Police 
Department in February of 1990. Additionally, two other 7 
officers remain unavailable for duty due to long term line of 


duty injuries. Officer Robert Murphy has been appointed to @ 
fill the vacancy created by Officer Pomales”’s Cransitereand 7 
currently enrolled in the Police Academy. Officer Murphy 


will be available full time in late January. 


Sergeant Alfred B. Grassey has assumed the duties as 
Officer in Charge of the Investigative Division and Detective) 
Richard P. Halloran has been assigned as Departmental { 
Juvenile .Officer, a position I believe essential Lacan 
enhanced crime prevention initiative. Also in the area of 
personnel, Sergeants James A. Clover, Walter L. Burke, and 
David D. Holland have retired, each after many years of 
distinguished service. We wish them good health and 
happiness in the future. 


In the Spring of 1990, on the recommendation of the 
department commendation committee consisting of officers from 
every level in the department, Officer Rodney Frazer was 
named the 1989 police officer.of the year. Officer Frazer 
distinguished himself through his professionalism in carrying 
out his day to day duties. His even temperament and concern 
for the community is an example for all to follow. 


The need for more comprehensive in-service training 
remains important for the continued informing and development 
of our personnel. With a view towards meeting that need, th 
Natick Police subscribed to the Law Enforcement Television 
Network, a nationwide law enforcement training service with 
access limited to law enforcement agencies. LETN provides a 
news and information service twenty-four hours per day. 
Short training segments, up to thirty minutes in length, 
informing officers in the areas of command update, drug 
crackdown, street patrol, crime scene investigation, and 
constitutional law are viewed by officers at various times 
during their regular tours of duty. Additionally, all 
officers will complete forty hours in-service training at th 
Boston Police Academy. These additions to the training 
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program have been well received by the officers of the 
department. Training bulletins highlighting important court 
decisions are prepared and distributed by our training 
officer. 


Our management information system, overseen by Officer 
Richard Donovan, is on line in all major areas. As with any 
new system, modifications have from time to time been 
necessary to ensure that local needs are met by the software. 
Officer Donovan is to be commended for the patience and 
persistence he has demonstrated in directing the 
implementation of and modifications to these valuable 
applications. Department members have been trained in 
computer aided dispatch, a relational data base dispatching 
system which will lead to a patrol force that is better 
informed and, consequently, safer. 


The number of incidents reported to the department over 
the previous year appears to have increased significantly. 
On closer examination, however, both crimes against persons 
and crimes against property remain essentially unchanged from 
last year. This marked increase in miscellaneous calls is 
attributable to the strengthened record keeping capability 
provided by our now fully operational computer system . [In 
addition to calls requiring a police response, officer 
initiated activity and calls reporting an incident or 
condition not requiring a police response are documented. 
The relational data base of our computer system enables 
meaningful crime prevention/enforcement activity to take 
Place by detailed analysis of trouble areas. 


It would be understating the issue to say that we are 
faced with difficulties in dealing with the level of calls 
for service with the existing complement of department 
personnel. There is no question that answering more calls 
for service with fewer officers presents a significant 
problem. But it may provide an opportunity at the same time. 
Data submitted to and compiled by the FBI in their Uniform 
Crime Reports reveal a fairly constant level from year to 
year of so-called part one crimes (i.e. murder, rape, 
robbery, aggravated assault, burglary, larceny/theft, motor 
vehicle theft, and arson). Our solvability ratio also 
remains about the same. We do a very good job of reporting 
enagaceumenting crimes — after the fact. I think that the 
police and the community would be better served by redefining 
Our mission and retooling our organizations to better combat 
the sources of problems which result in crimes being 
committed. A shift of emphasis from rapid response (the 
benchmark for evaluating most police departments), preventive 
patrol, and retrospective investigation of crimes to greater 
community involvement in identifying and finding solutions to 
existing problems would in my opinion be more effective in 
reducing crime. Progressive police departments across the 
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country have experimented with this new approach to police 
work with notable success. 


Police departments are imbued with an organizational 
culture which defines their role as crime fighters making 
arrests, detecting hazardous motor vehicle violations, and 
solving crimes. These activities are surely necessary and 
will continue to be so. However, by shifting the emphasis 
from reactive policing (rapid response and retrospective 
investigation of crimes) to community involvement in 
developing creative ways of preventing crime and eliminating 
conditions which lend themselves to either criminal or 
nuisance activity we will ensure the maximum output from 
available resources. I am confident that department members 
will support new crime control initiatives if they believe 
they are in the best interest of the community. Department 
members, elected officials, and residents all must be assured 
that a new approach is necessary. Peter Drucker said to 
work smarter not harder. I believe the above strategies are 
smarter policing without increasing costs to the town. 
Combining available new technology with new direction will 
strike a balance between the demand for a rapid response and 
the need for problem oriented policing to facilitate 
prevention and detection. 


Thomas Watson, Jr., Chairman of the Board at IBM, in his 
book, Busin and I Beli said: 


"I firmly believe that any organization in order to survive 
and achieve success must have a sound set of beliefs on 
which it premises all policies and actions. Next, I believe 
that the most important single factor in corporate success 
is faithful adherence to those beliefs. And finally, I 
believe if an organization is to meet the challenge of a 
changing world it must be prepared to change everything 
about itself except those beliefs as it moves through 
corporate life." (Emphasis supplied) 


I believe the above comments are particularly 
appropriate in a police organization. Consequently, an 
important goal for the police department in 1991 will be to 
develop a new mission statement articulating the values and 
beliefs which will guide our activities in the future. The 
new value/belief statement will be a thoughtful reflection 
of the community's expectations of the police department. 


These are not the best of times but they are surely not 
the worst of times either. Through greater community 
involvement in addressing local problems I believe we can use 
an "organizational jujitsu”" to turn difficult times to our 
advantage by reconnecting the community to our police 
department, perhaps finding more effective solutions to 
continuing problems. 
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The long hours and painstaking attention to detail of 
Mrs. Edwina Kirby, Mrs Joan Daley, and Mrs. Marilyn Keegan 
should not go unmentioned. Mrs. Kirby and Mrs. Daley manage 
and operate a records unit that is well organized and 
efficient. Mrs. Keegan provides skillful administrative 
assistance to my office. 


Captain Neil Osgood and his auxiliary police force 
continue to provide valuable patrols around our schools and 
assistance during emergencies. Their service to the 
community is important and much appreciated. 


Finally, I wish to express my continued appreciation to 
all the members of the department for the cooperation and 
discipline they have exhibited in handling a greater demand 
for service with fewer resources and doing so professionally.

construction of the Recycling Center, and preliminary | 
studies for the proposed Pauline Drive, Eliot Street and | 
Boden Lane Sewer Projects. 


EQUIPMENT MAINTENANCE DIVISION | 


The Equipment Maintenance Division workload seems to be 
never ending. ~The staff maintains 150 registered vehicles ! 
which includes the Department of Public Works, Town Hall, |

HIGHWAY DIVISION 


The Town Gravel Pit made 5,820 cubic yards of sand; 900 
cubic yards of peastone; 390 cubic yards of stonedust and 
1,000 cubic yards of crusher run gravel during 1990. 


The Street Sweeping Program covered all paved roads, they 
four municipal parking lots and the parking deck. 


Approximately two miles of broken and damaged curbing 
was replaced.

The curbside Newspaper Recycling Program continues to 
grow with over 1,100 tons expected to be collected this year. 
In addition, a Leaf Composting Program was established. By 

using paper biodegradable bags we can reduce our tonnage that 
is shipped to Millbury, a compost material area available 
next year for the residents. 


LANDFILL DIVISION

1990 was another successful year for the Recreation and 
Human Services Dept. Despite further budget cuts the 
Department was still able to offer quality programs that meet 
the interests of a wide variety of citizens. 


Much time was spent during the year discussing the 
future plans for the Pegan Cove Park. Work also began at 
Camp Mary Bunker. The former Whitney Field was renamed The 
Navy, and a new flag pole and plaque were put up in memory of 
Natick's men and women who lost their lives for our country. 


With the new year upon us we are anticipating moving 
into the Cole School by early spring. Our -time at the Murphy 
Center has been well spent but the continuing deterioration 
Tiecvesouriaing has left us with little choicé but to move. 
The new year is also the time where we are looking toward 
combining the Recreation Commission and the Youth and Human 
Resources Commission into one commission. 


As always we are appreciative to all those who volunteer 
their countless hours to the benefit of others, allowing the 
department to keep running smoothly. Our thanks also goes to 
Gwen Kermode, Director of the Dept. and her staff for always 
going the extra mile to ensure that the Recreation/Human 
Services Dept. will always be synonymous with quality 
programs.

RECREATION AND HUMAN SERVICES 
DEPARTMENT 


This past year has been an eventful one with many 
changes and challenges for the department. The department 
lost a full time position just over a year ago and, 
therefore, was forced to cut many of the smaller programs 
that were offered. Due to further budget cuts, we began two 


€2 


new associations; one as a private non-profit Men's Softball 
and one as an informal association, The Natick Tennis 
Association. This allowed men's softball to survive and the 
lights at the high school tennis courts to remain on 
throughout the tennis season. 


With these additions, the department now works with 
close to a dozen such associations or organizations in order 
to provide programs and services. Working together we have 
been able to provide almost $700,000 in services to Natick 
residents, of which only 38% is funded through our 
department's operating budget. 


Participation and demand for programs has remained high 
and despite our efforts, we have still been unable to 
eliminate waiting lists. .This is due in part to facility 
limitations. 


As many are aware, beyond even crowded conditions at the 
Murphy Center, the building has been deteriorating at a rapid 
rate. A study was conducted of five facilities this past 
year, including the Murphy Center. It was the result of this 
study, which brought favorable action by the Fall Town 
Meeting to appropriate funds to make the Cole School 
minimally functional for the department to move to this 
facility as quickly as possible. Although further funding is 
needed in order for us to remain at Cole School and to use 
the entire building, we are planning programs, beginning this 
spring; atothe,Cole facility, 


We have also seen a growing need this year for 
scholarships or other financial aid in order to participate 
in programs. As a public agency, we. do not turn anyone away 
due to financial needs. Although these numbers are growing, 
we will continue to seek various ways to provide for these 
needs. 


As always we have relied on the Natick Business 
Community, civic organizations and hundreds of volunteers for 
support and cooperation. We thank you. Your generosity 
continues to help provide the many programs and services 
needed by the community. 


We invite each of you to visit us in our new home at 


Cole School and welcome your input and suggestions.

‘fe Meetings were held throughout the year with 
residents concerning various problems. These 
problems are being reviewed for possible solutions 
in the coming year. 


NATICK SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The Natick School Committee worked through calendar 1990 
to address a second consecutive year of fiscal crisis. 
Thanks to its foresight, the Committee found ways to preserve 
programs and services in spite of the fact that its budget 
increased less than 1% from FY 90 to FY 91. 


Based on votes that it had taken in the fall of 1989, 
the School Committee restructured its elementary and middle 
school grade configurations to K-4, 5-8. This action allowed 
the School Committee to close Cole School and consolidate 
classes in the remaining five elementary schools and the two 
middle schools. This move produced a need for fewer staff 
while it did increase class size at both elementary and 
middle school levels. 


The Committee also voted to consolidate the Special 
Education and Psychological Services Divisions and establish 
a building-based model for the delivery of special education 
services at the elementary school level. Again, this action 
produced a need for fewer staff. 


Working closely with its several employee groups, the 
School Committee implemented a process to keep members of the 
Staff aware of the entire reduction-in-force and job transfer 
procedures. This was particularly important for the members 
of the professional staff. By the end of June 1990, for 
example, the School Committee had approved all teacher 
mecements £0r the 1990-91 school year. It carried out the 
transfer of a variety of support personnel in the same 
efficient and open manner. It is worth noting that the 
Committee's early retirement incentive program for the 
members of the professional staff had a positive effect in 
that it saved some non-tenured teachers from dismissal. 


Another aspect of its plan to deal with the fiscal 
Shortfall was the establishment of an athletic participation 
fee for those high school students desirous of participating 
in interscholastic athletics. Implemented for the first time 
in September, the fee program has operated smoothly and has 
denied no student the opportunity to participate. 

Projections based on income from fees for the fall season 
|indicate that this approach will raise the funds needed to 
|Support the program to the degree the Committee envisioned.

SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


I am pleased to present this summary report of 
activities within the Natick Public Schools for calendar 
2990. Structural reorganization, program preservation and 
opportunity for improvement were the focus of the schools’ 
efforts this year. 

NATICK HICH SCHOOL 

A review of the reports from the principal and the 
|several department heads reveals a number of activities in 
'which individual faculty or departments engaged themselves 
during the last calendar year. In some instances, individual 
_faculty pursued advanced degrees, engaged in education- 
|related activities outside the school or developed new 
moproaches to instruction. On a broader level, the high 
‘school as a whole initiated an extensive review of its 
\Philosophy and goals and their relationship to the programs 
land services that the school should offer throughout the 


(1990s. 


As one reviews the demographics of Natick High School 
}over the last decade, it is immediately apparent that the 
|Student population has fallen by approximately 1,000 students 
|in nine years. The number of faculty has also diminished 
while the scope of course offerings has remained basically 


ithe same. 


| In addition, we have seen respectable increases in the 
|percentages of students electing college preparatory 
|programs. Using the Foreign Language Department as an 
|illustration, we are pleased to note that seventy-one percent 
fof the student body is enrolled in this department's courses. 
| That over ninety-two percent of the student population is 
|enrolled in science courses this year is another indicator of 
)the direction in which a large majority of the student body 
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is moving - toward preparation for some form of post- 
secondary education. 


In support of this statement, I would offer the fact 
that eighty-one percent of the Class of 1990 took the 
Scholastic Aptitude Test. Upon graduation, sixty-five 
percent entered four-year colleges and fifteen-percent two- 
year colleges. That the school's guidance department 
actively encourages all students to prepare for some form of 
post-secondary is having results. 


These trends are accompanied by a condition of static or 
declining financial resources. It requires that all involved 
with the high, school .look closely at. its, future.direckion. A 
menu based on a solid core of required academic subjects 
complimented by offerings in the arts and the integration of 
technology in the classrooms appears to provide the 
educational diet on which the students will thrive. 


KENNEDY AND WILSON MIDDLE SCHOOLS 

Natick's middle schools have served as a splendid 
proving ground for the implementation of the middle school 
concept. Established by vote of the School Committee in 1982 
as part of a general reorganization, the schools proved 
beyond a reasonable doubt the efficacy of the team teaching 
approach to instruction. For the first eight years of their 
existence, the schools incorporated grades six through eight. 
This past year, they grew to include grade five. No other 
element of the school system has engaged in as much 
successful, transition, as those that serve the pre and early 
adolescent. 


This success is due inno small part to the day-to-day 
application of a philosophy and practice that recognizes the 
critical nature of the child's development between the ages 
of ten and thirteen. The curriculum provides a solid base 
for the high school years while instructional practice 
recognizes the growing maturity of the students. 


The availability of science and computer labs, shops, 
art and music facilities enhances the environment within 
which a broad range of programs are available. Required 
courses in geography, history, computer science and earth 
science are coupled with expanded opportunities in practical 
arts, art and music for all students. Courses in foreign 
languages and algebra for eighth-grade students cap this 
sequence. 


The successful development of this model is nurtured by 
the careful planning of the School Committee and the 
faculties of the schools. Add to that the interest in and 
support for these schools by parents and community resources 
and one has the ingredients for continued success. 
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THE ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS 

Natick's elementary schools moved to a K-4 configuration 
in September 1990 making them, in one sense of the word, 
truly early childhood environments. The School Committee's 
action in this case has given new impetus to curriculum 
content and instructional practices appropriate for the age 
group. For example, the School Committee has endorsed the 
following: 


hs The introduction of a literacy program for kindergarten 
and grade one that emphasizes a whole-language approach. 


da The expanded use of children's literature to supplement 
basal readers. 


Le The use of math manipulatives to improve the students’ 
understanding of concepts. 


4. The implementation of cooperative learning. 

= The implementation of learning centers in each school to 
provide more effectively for students with special 
needs. 

6. The involvement of schools in partnership programs with 


local business and industry. 


re The provision for experiences with the cultural arts or 
artist-in residence type programs. 


8. The provision for drug and alcohol education, individual 
and group counseling, and health services. 


9. The encouragement of close cooperation between the 
elementary schools and parent groups. 


The fiscal crises of the last two years is now impacting 
the size of classes at the elementary level. The School 
Committee lacked the funds this year to maintain the average 
class size of 18 to 1 that we have experienced previously. 

In addition, the system's lack of funds for materials and 
equipment can over an extended period of time hamper the 
efforts of teachers and principals at this level. 


OTHER SERVICES 

The services that the system provides to students in the 
areas of athletics, guidance, health education, and special 
education are equal to or superior than those provided in any 
system in the state. They address in one way or another the 
social-emotional-physical growth and development of the 
Children and young adults in the school system. That these 
types of services exist at every level in appropriate forms 
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speaks to the concern that the School Committee has for 
students.

The professional and support staffs of the Natick Public 
Schools have experienced great change in the last two years. 
Their willingness to participate in charting that change and 
implementing the outcome of it has been a key factor. TI 
express my thanks to them for their capable assistance during 
the trying times.

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TOWN CLERK REPORT 


I hereby submit my annual report for the year ending 
December 31, 1990. 


The following vital statistics were recorded for the 
period January 1, 1990 through December 31, 1990. : 


BIRTHS: 1048 MARRIAGES: 235 DEATHS: 350 | 


During the course of our normal business day we are : 
asked to research vital statistics records. Over the past | 
several years there have been many changes in Massachusetts 
General Laws regarding the recording of vital statistics. 


For example, the issuance of marriage licenses; For many | 
years, residents of Massachusetts had to obtain their | 
marriage licenses in their home towns. The law now allows 
residents of Massachusetts to obtain a marriage license in 
any city or town in Massachusetts. Resulting factor being, 
licenses issued by another city or Town Clerk, will never be 
recorded in the home town of the residents. 


Birth and Death Records have also gone through several 
changes. If either of these events occur in another city or 
town, they will not be recorded here in my office unless the 
information given lists Natick as their place of residence. 


During the same period, January 1, 1990 through December’ 
31, 1990, we also issued the following Dog Licenses: 


MALE/FEMALE: 189 
NEUTER/SPAYED: 504 
KENNEL: 8 


There was a change in the Massachusetts General Laws in 
regard to issuance of Dog and Kennel Licenses also. Prior to’ 
the year 1990, Dog Licenses and Kennel Licenses expired March’ 
31 of each year. Effective January 1, 1990, all licenses 
expire December 31, of each year. 


Total revenue collected for the issuance and recording 
of various documents totaled $45,651.70. 


Four elections were held during 1990 with well over 
6,000 party enrollment changes making this an exceptional 
year for my staff, Election Officers and Poll Workers. To 
all of those, a sincere thank you for a job well done. 


I look forward to serving you through the year 1991.

TOWN COUNSEL 


The duties of Town Counsel include advising Town 
officials and personnel on legal matters on a regular basis, 
representing the Town at Town Meeting and representing the 
Town in lawsuits in which the Town is a party. 


In 1990, the primary concentration for Town Counsel was 
in the areas of bidding, bonds, bylaws, charter, 
conservation, conflict of interest, contracts, easements, 
personal injury claims, property damage claims, recycling, 
Subdivision control, Town Meeting, workmens compensation and 
zoning. In 1990, Annual Town Meetings were held in April and 
October and Special Town Meetings were held in April and 
June. Among the actions taken by Town Meeting were 
authorization of a recycling program, acceptance of a statute 
allowing quarterly real estate tax bills, acceptance of a 
Statute allowing a change in the actuarial process for the 
retirement system, voting to petition the legislature for 
legislation to make the position of Veterans Director full 
time, amendment of the Charter to provide for a nine member 
Recreation and Human Services Commission, amendment of the By 
Laws to add a Water Supply Protection By-Law and amendment of 
the bidding By-Law to conform to the Uniform Procurement Act. 


Several lawsuits were resolved in 1990 including a 
challenge to a Town Meeting vote in which the position of the 
Town was not upheld, a zoning case in which a decision of the 
Board of Appeals to deny a special permit was overturned, one 
licensing case in which the decision of the Board of 
Selectmen was upheld, one dog case in which the order of the 
Board of Selectmen was upheld, two zoning cases in which the 
decision of the Board of Appeals to deny a special permit was 
upheld, and two zoning cases in which the decision of the 
Planning Board to deny a special permit was upheld. 


Several lawsuits were pending at the end of 1990 
including one personal injury case, three subdivision control 
cases, one civil rights case, one appeal from an Historic 
Commission decision, one suit involving title to land, one 
appeal from a denial of a permit for a motorcycle run, six 
zoning cases and five workmen's compensation cases. 


I wish to thank all Natick personnel for the generous 
assistance they have provided throughout the year. The 
nature of municipal legal business, particularly in this 
economic climate, is that issues often arise on short notice. 
Your response under these conditions is admirable. As 1991 
begins, Natick continues to be faced with difficult issues 
which arise from circumstances, largely financial, which are 
beyond Natick's control. I am sure that Natick will continue 
to meet these issues head on with the dedication and zeal 
which has been evident in the past.

TREE WARDEN 


The advent of the transition to contract services for 
the major portion of our municipal tree work last year has 
exceeded my expectations in our ability, not only to reduce 
the inventory of hazardous trees but has allowed me to 
implement a program of reshaping, constructive pruning and 
balancing designed to eliminate dangerous growth habits and 
in many instances to extend the life of some of our older 
growing stock for an estimated 10-20 years. North & South 
Main Streets, West Central Street and the portion of Bacon 
Street from Walnut to Park Avenue were upbranched, 
restructured and all dead wood was removed. This will allow 
for full use of the travelled way, better lighting and line 
of sight, as well as reducing the incidence of traffic delays 
in the event of storm damage. 


Natick was recertified under the "Tree City U.S.A." : 

program for the 5th year. 
Arbor Day was celebrated on 3 occasions; 1) the gift and 

planting of a tree donated by the Suburban Press (located in 

the triangle at South Main & Cottage Streets); 2) the gift 

and planting of a tree donated by the Knights of Columbus 
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Fraternal Congress (1 & 2 celebrating both Arbor Day and 
Bearcn Day, 1990) and; 3) presentation of a Tree City, U.S. A. 
flag and the planting of 2 Crabapple trees at a formal 
ceremony with the students and staff of Lilja School. 


Boston Edison has completed "Program Trim" on all of the 
sections south of Route 135. This is undertaken to provide 
adequate clearance of all major primary and secondary lines, 
but not including household connections. 


Cedar Lawn Tree Service was awarded the Tree Service 
contract for Fiscal Year 1991. 


I have experienced an increased time commitment to 
properly supervise this contract services approach. 


I appreciate the support and cooperation from the Town 
Administrator and the LFNR Division of the Department of 
Public Works this past year.

ZONING BOARD OF APPEALS 


The Board of Appeals held 53 Public Hearings in 1990. 
The economic decline in the construction business was very 
definitely reflected by the substantial decrease in the 
number of applications presented for hearing before the 
Board. 


Several decisions of the Board filed in prior years 
denying requests by applicants, for variances and special 
permits, were appealed to the Courts. The Court upheld the 
Board's Decision concerning two separate petitions, seeking 
to increase signage at the Sun Oil Service Station, located 
on North Main Street and also upheld the Board's Decision, on 
its denial of a Pizza Hut, to be constructed and located on 
East Central Street. In another matter, however, it was the 
decision of the Land Court, to reverse the Board's Decision, 
which denied a special permit for a sign, to V-Mark Software 
Co., located on Strathmore Road. 


The Board approved an application under site plan review 
for the development of a Mini-mall at 575-603 Worcester 
Street. Due to the proximity of this commercial property to 
a residential zone, a substantial number of meetings, 
commencing on February 28, 1990, were scheduled, to allow for 
Substantial input and information from abutters and 
Petitioners, prior to final deliberations, held on June 6, 
1990. An appeal to the Court has been filed against the 
Board's Decision approving this petition. 


An application to the Board for special permits for 
Property located at 911-915 Worcester Street, for an 
extension of the Ming Garden Restaurant Building, to be 
occupied for retail use, was filed for hearing and approved 
_by the Board. This request would result in the removal of 
the old building located near the Sunnyside Road portion of 
the property and is considered by the Board to be a 
development that would enhance the existing site and be 
advantageous to the neighborhood. 


Mr. Edward C. Ehrlich resigned as a Regular Member of 
the Board, after many years of service as both an Associate 
and Regular Member. Mr. Ehrlich served several years as 
Chairman of the Board and its Membership will miss his 
exceptional abilities in administrative and zoning expertise, 
in addition to his remarkable sense of humor, which helped 
the Board and persons in attendance at meetings, through many 
a long evening. 


Ronald E. Lustig who has served as a very dedicated and 
knowledgeable Associate Member, was appointed by the Board of 
Selectmen to fill the unexpired term of Mr. Ehrlich. 


The Board welcomes Scott King as an Associate Member, 
appointed by the Board of Selectmen, to fill the unexpired 
term of Mr. Lustig.

The two Boards have for a number of months been working together towards 
the goal of proposing changes in our Zoning Bylaw, that they jointly 
believe are desirable. One of the projects involves suggesting 
reclassification of zones to the Town Meeting where the predominant use 
under the .existing zoning classification is best provided for under another 
zone. Discussions have been underway with owners and occupants of the area 
with which this article is concerned. Agreement has been reached to the 
effect that certain uses in the Industrial zone are inappropriate for the 
area which is bounded on the south by residences and on the north by 
commercial uses. Such undesirables uses are dumps, used car lots, repair 
garages, service stations, commercial parking and autobody shops. The two 
Boards initially believed that rezoning to the AP (Office and Professional 
District ) zone was the appropriate way to deal with this situation. The 
owners and occupants have suggested that another way to accomplish this 
desired purpose is to eliminate these uses from the Industrial I zone. To 
do so requires further study of other areas in Town now zoned in the 
Industrial I district.

SECTION .1. 


For the purpose of this by-law the following words shall have the 
following meanings: 
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(1) "Assault weapon", all rifles and shotguns designated as assault 
weapons in this section and all other semi-automatic rifles and shotguns 
which are determined by the assault weapon roster board, established under 
the provisions of section five, to be assault weapons. Such term shall 
include, in addition to any other rifles and shotguns identified by said 
board, all versions of the following, including rifles and shotguns which 
are substantially identical thereto sold under any designation: 


(a) Automat Kalishnikov, also known as AK-47 semi-automatic rifles; 
(b) UZI semi-automatic rifles; 

(c) AR-15 semi-automatic rifles; 

(d) FN-FAL and FN-FNC semi-automatic rifles; 


(e) Steyr Aug Semi-automatic rifles; 

(f) SKS semi-automatic rifles; 

(g) shotguns with revolving cylinders known as the Street Sweeper Striker 
digg 

(h) Any other semi-automatic rifle with a fixed magazine capacity 
exceeding ten rounds; 

(i) Any other shotgun with a fixed magazine, cylinder, drum or tube 
Capacity exceeding six rounds; and 

(j) Any semi-automatic firearm which is a modification of a rifle or 


shotgun described in this subsection; that is, having the same make, 
caliber, and action design but a shorter barrel or no rear stock. 


(2) “Assault weapon" shall not include: 

(a) a rifle or shotgun which does not employ fixed ammunition; 

(b) a rifle or shotgun which was manufactured prior to the year eighteen 
hundred and ninety-eight; 


(c) a rifle or shotgun which operates by manual bolt action; 

(d) a rifle or shotgun which operates by lever action; 

(e) a rifle or shotgun which operates by slide action; 

(f) a rifle or shotgun which is a single shot weapon; 

(g) a rifle or shotgun which is a multiple barrel weapon; 

(h) a rifle which is a revolving cylinder weapon; 

(i) a rifle which employs a fixed magazine with a capacity of ten rounds 
or less; 

(j) a shotgun which is a rimfire weapon that employs a tubular magazine 
with a magazine capacity of six rounds or less; 

(k) a rifle or shotgun which cannot employ a detachable magazine or 
ammunition belt with a capacity greater than ten rounds; 

(1) a rifle or shotgun which has been modified so as to render it 


permanently inoperable or so as to make it permanently a device which 
may not appropriately be designated as an assault weapon; or 

(m) a rifle or shotgun which is an antique or relic firearm, movie prop 
or other weapon not capable of firing a projectile and not intended 
for use as a functional weapon and which cannot be readily converted 
through a combination of available parts into an operable assault 
weapon. 


(3) "Large capacity ammunition belt", a belt or strip which holds 
more than ten rounds of ammunition to be fed continuously into a semi- 
automatic rifle or shotgun or an ammunition belt which can be readily 
converted into a large capacity ammunition belt. 


(4) "Large capacity magazine", a box, drum, or other container 
which holds more than ten rounds of ammunition to be fed continuously into 
a semi-automatic rifle or shotgun or a magazine which can be readily 
converted into a large capacity magazine. 
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(5) "Rifle", a firearm of which the length of barrel is sixteen 
nches or more, that is designed or has been redesigned, made or has been 
emade to fire a fixed cartridge. 


(6) "Semi-automatic", capable of firing a shot with each depression 
of the trigger without additional slide, bolt or other manual action. 


(7) "Shotgun", a firearm of which the length of barrel is eighteen 
nches or more which is designed or has been redesigned, made or has been 
emade to fire a shotgun shell. 


ECTION 2. 
In the Town of Natick, it shall be unlawful to sell, rent, lease, 
possess, purchase, barter, display, or transfer an assault weapon. 


In the Town of Natick, it shall be unlawful to sell, rent, lease, 
possess, purchase, barter, display, or transfer a large capacity magazine 
or a large capacity ammunition belt. 


In the Town of Natick, it shall be unlawful to sell, rent, lease 
possess, purchase, barter, display, or transfer any part or combination of 
parts, designed or intended to convert a rifle or shotgun into an assault 
weapon, or any combination of parts from which an assault weapon may be 
readily assembled if these parts are in the possession or under the control 
of the same person. 


SECTION. .3< 

3 The provisions of this by-law shall not apply to the possession of 
assault weapons, large capacity magazines, large capacity ammunition belts, 
or other types of magazines, or ammunition belts by officers, agents, or 
lemployees of the United States Government, the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts or any other state of the United States, members of the armed 
forces of the United States or the organized militia of the Commonwealth of 
) assachusetts or any other state, and law enforcement officers, to the 
extent that any such person is authorized by competent authority to 
acquire, possess or carry an assault weapon and is acting within the scope 
lof his duties.

The provisions of this by-law shall not apply to the possession of
